FIRE BEGUN IN HEART

At One Time it Looked as if Loss 
Would Be Heavier Than by Fire 
of a Few Weeks Ago—Loss 
May Not Exncoced 


Rome, Ga., January 13.—A%. | 
started in the heart of the busi 
trict of Rome at 10:45 last night, and 
which, for a time, threatened to surpass 
the $100,000 conflagration of two weeks 
resulted in an estimated loss of 
more than $36,000.

®ive business houses were destroyed, 
end the Wilkerson diock was partly 
burned. 

The fire started in the livery stables 
of Lindsey & Hicks, totally destroying 
the property, with about 20 head of 
horses. There were 43 head of horses 
fin the stahles when the fire was dis- 
covered, but it is thought that more 
than half of them were saved. The loss 
is estimated at $1 QO0o0, with $5,000 in- 
surance. 

The fire spread to the Third Avenue 
hotel, which was in course of construc- 
The loss of this 
building is estimated at $6,000, with 
$4,500 insurance. 

The Wilkerson bicock,! owned by the

guifed in flame. The fire in this 
building was still burning at 12 o'clock 
this rhorning. The buifiding is valued at | 
$25,000; insurance unknown. 

The Rome. Puplishing Company, job 
printers, occupied a part of the Wil- 
kerson bullding. Their loss is estimated 
at $20,000. Insurance On stock, $6,500; 
on machinery, .$7,500. 

A Carnachan, harness dealer, same 
building, sustained a loss of $3,000; in- 
surance $1,600. 

Charies Wilkerson’s meat market was 
destroyed, loss $1,500. 

The Alexander restaurant, adjoining 
the livery stable, was also destroyed; 
loss $!,500; insurance $1,000. 

Earlier estimates of the damage by 
the fire are undoubtedly exaggerated, 
and a conservative estimate at this 
hour, 2 o'clock, places the damage at 
between %35,000 and $40,000. This is 
based upon fhe certainty that a consid 
erable quantity of the stock of goods, 
supplies and machinery in the burned 
buildings are damaged only by water, 
and are not a total loss, as was at first 
belleved. 


CEREMONIES AT RALEIGH. 


W. W. Kitchin, of Roxbero, Inaugu- 
rated as North Carolina Governor. 


Raleigh, N. C., January !2.—The inaug- 
uration as governor of North Carolina 
of W. W. Kitchin, of Roxboro, for twelve 
years a democratic member of congress 
from this state, took place here today 
in the presence of thousands, the city be- 
ing crowded with visitors. 

A parade was the feature of the day, 
sixteen military companies being in line 
with many civic organiaztions. The en- 
tire student body of Wake Forest col- 
‘lege, of which Governor Kitchin is @ 
graduate, was present. The governor- 
elect and his family reached Raleigh on 
@ specia! train, accompanied by hun- 
dreds of people from his county. 

The inaugural exercises were held on 
the east front of the capitol, and the 
oath of office was administered by Chief 
Justice Clark, after which the new gov- 
ernor delivered his inaugural address 
and outlined some of the purposes for 
which his administration will stand. Aft- 
er this, he reviewed the troops from the 
south front of the capitol.

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VER100 WEN 
AOLLED WY MIE 
BY ANENPLOSION 


Mine Is Burning fiercely and 
Aitempts to Recover Bodies 
Prove Futile 
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TWO WEEKS AGO 50 MEN 
PERISHED IN SAME MINE 


Mine Had Just Been Inspected and 
Proneunced Safe, but When 
the Men Went to Work 
the Explosion Oc- 
curred. 


Bluefield, W. Va., January !2.—An ex- 
plosion today in the mines of the Lick 
Branch colliery snuffed out over {00 
lives. In these same mines, two weeks 
ago, to @ day, fifty miners were killed 
by a similar explosion. 

In the quiet of the early morning hours 
there came, like the sound of thunder, 
a mighty rumbling in the bowels of the 
earth, which reverberated along the 
lines of corridors and air passages 
crowded with those who work there. 
Above the tons of earth and stone that 
lay between the workings and the 
mountain’s crown giant trees quivered 
from the force of the concussion, and 
from the mine mouth the forces of the 
earth set frees belched forth a cloud of 
flame, ou dust and debris, heavy 
timbers, broken mine cars, and even a 
massive motor used to haul the heavy- 
laden cars from the depths. 

| Throng of Terrified Women. 

Scarcely had the detonation died away 
before a ‘throng of terrorized women 
and children, their feet sped by anxiety 
and’ dread, rushed to the mine mouth 
}and implored those there to allow them 
to aid in the effort to save some of their 
loved ones, who might still be alive 
within. 

Mine Foreman Bowers, who wae near 
the entrance, was blown from his feet, 
‘tet managed to crawl ovt safely, as dd 
aiso Robert Smith, a miner. With the} 
foreman was a miner named Holliday, 
and he, too, was blown over. <A rescue 
party, organized on the moment, rushed 
into the jaws of the smoking mine, and 
tried to rescue him. They were driven 
back by the deadly fumes of the after- 
gases, and were compelled to leaye 
him to his fate, 

Mine Just Inspected. 

The explosion was in a different part 
of the mine from that of two weeks 
ago. Since the catastrophe the mine 
has been inspected by government offi. 
cials and by the most experienced men 
in the region, and all, it is said, express- 
ed the opinion that it was safe. 

One rescue party . me into sight of 
six bodies, but was t. sed back. The 
latest estimate of the » mber of men 
entombed is more than +» % That ali 
of them are dead there can ‘De no doubt. 
The fire in the mine and the deadly 
gases, to say nothing of the awful force 
of the explosion, precludes any chance 
of rescuing any of the men alive. 

The main entry of the mine is four 
miles long, running from one side of the 
mountain to the other, Debris was 
blown from both entries, which gives 
some idea of the tremendous force of 
the explosion. 

It is reasonably certain that all of the 
bodies will never be recovered. Some 
of them were blown to pieces, and oth- 
ers incinerated, mo doubt. The fans 
which furnish the fresh air for the 
workings, as tn the former explosion, 
were not disabled and are forcing fresh 
air in the mines, 

Fate of Two Brothers. 


Two brothers, named Surratt, of 
Speedwell, Va., who went to the mine 
at the time of the other explosion 
through curiosity, accepted positions, 
and both are in the mine. 

By-standers at the-time of the ex- 
plosion say that immense clouds of soot 
and smoke gushed from the mine al- 
most simultaneously with the detona- 
tion, and immediately were sucked in 
enormous volumes into the mine. 

On the Tug river side, four miles 
from the main entrance, the smoke 
and flame gushed from the entry, burn- 
ing the twigs and small limbs from trees 
that grew near. 

The explosion was the most terrific 
that has ever occurred in this region. 
In 1864, at the Southwest Virginia Im- 
provement Company's mine, 360 were 
killed in an explosion. Today’s horror 
is the most disastrous that has occur- 
red since,

‘He Is Innocent,” They Say, 
and Turnkey Releases Him, 


NO OFFICIAL 


Tuarnkey Simpson, Who Gave Up 
Man Arrested in Connection. 
With the Killing of W. L. 
Buck, Still Guarding 
Prisoners, 


The most remarkable Incident in the 
police history of Atlanta occurred yes- 
terday morning, when R. Caldwell 
Smith, under arrest In connection with 
the killing of William Lawrence Buck, 
was released by the acting turnkey on 
the request of a former deputy sheriff 
and a private citizen. 

Smith was arrested Monday night by 
Officer Casey on the charge preferred by 
former Deputy Sheriff Avery Chastain 
and Fred Hymes, foreman of the Pitts- 
burg Plate Glass Company, where Smith 
works. He was taken to the police 
station and left there for the night. 

Then Chastain and Hymes, both prie- 
vate citizens, considered the matter, and 
decided that Smith was not connected 
with the murder of Buck. Go Tuesday 
morning these two private citizens 
who have neither the right to convict 
nor acquit a man, visited the station 
house, went to the turnkey, told him 
Smith was innocent, and that they 
wanted him. 

Then Smith Was Released. 

Simpson turned the prisoner 
over to these two i private citi- 
zens, and they released Smith and 
told him to go back to work. He re- 
turned to his work and at night went 
to his home on Means street. 

No charges have been § preferred 
against Acting Turnkey Simpson, who, 
it is said, without even asking the per- 
mission of the station sergeant, released 
a prisoner on the state docket to prt- 
vate citizens. 

Smith is free, and it is understood 
will not be rearrested, the clry police 
holding it is none of thelr affair, the 
sheriff and hig force not being inter- 
ested, and the county police taking no 
action. Seo far as is known there ig no 
evidence to connect Smith with the kilf 
ing of Buck. Friends and neighbors of 
the Bhick family say he was a friend of 
the dead man and they do not believe he 
knew anything about the shooting. 

Altogether it was the most wonderful 
happening in Atilanta’s police history. 
A man has, been arrested on a most 
serious charge, passed a night in jail, 
and released the next morning on the 
word of two private citizens with the 
consent of an acting turnkey at police 
station. 

Chief Jennings declared that the 
turnkey was to blame, and said the 
department would be more careful in 
the future. He.sald he would probably

viding for the prohibition of the sale of 
within 4 miles of any school 
Tennessee, passed third and 
reading in the senate. The vote 
wes 20 to !3. Senators Barkersville, 
of Sumner, and Swab, of Claiborne, 
voting with the !I@ who have been 
known as ‘‘state-widers.’’ It ie ex- 
pected that the house will pass the bil) 
tomorrow, 

The bill means state-wide prohibition, 
and under its terms the saloons will be 
driven out of Chattanooga, Neshvilie, 
Memphis and LaFollette, the only “wet” 
spots remaining in Tennessee, 

Wild Disorder Prevailed. 

Immediately the vote in the senate 
was announced the wildest disorder pre- 
valled, and ag soon as a motion to 
adjourn could be put and carried a 
frantic crowd surrounded Messrs. Hol- 
iaday and Mansfield, floor leaders of the 
prohibition forces, and the celebration 
took on the form of a love feast. 
The debate preceding the passage of 
the measure was replete with sensa- 
tional incidents, one of which was ex- 
Governor John I. Cox’s speech in de- 
fense of his past record and his present 
attitude toward temperance legisiation. 
Another was a charge made by Senator 
Daficy Fort, of Montgomery county, of 
intimidation against ‘Rev. Dr. E. E. Folk, 
whom he termed the “high mogul’ of 
the Anti-Saloon League. 

Senator Attacks Preacher. 

Senator Fort charged that Dr. Folk 
had threatened to ruin him religiously 
as well as politically if he voted against 
prohibition, and further charged that 
Folk was attempting to carry ‘out his 
threat by publishing In his paper, The 
Baptist and Reflector, an Mmsinuation to 
the effect that Fort was an infidel 

The galleries were packed and jam- 
med until it seemed probable that some 
one would be precipiteted onto the floor 
of the space back of the desks was 
thrown practically open to whomsoever 
desired to enter the chamber, and all 
of the spaces back of the desks was 
filled with women and politicians.

“Then Hymes and I went to the police 
station and Turnkey SMmpson let us 
have Smith, when we told him that he 
J did not tell Turnkey 
Simpson that I was going to carry 
Smith over to the jail. While deputy 
sheriff I had taken prisoners out of the 
city prison and transferred them to the 
jail, and the turnkey must have thought 
I came for that purpose. 

“Smith was not tried before any 
justice of the peace.

Washington, January !2.—Attorney 
General Boneperte tonight issued a 
statement, replying to that part of the 
speech of Sehator Tillman, delivered 
yestérday, in which he declared the res 
olution in regard to the Oregon land 
grants, introduced by him in the senate, 
on January 3), 1908, had been prepared 
by the attérney general, and that his 
‘interest in. the matter had been first 
aroused by a desire to purchase som@ 
of: the timber lands.” Mr. Bonaparte 
also replies to Senator Tillman's re- 
mark, made in the senate last. Feb- 
ruary, that he had not “bought any land 
anywhere in the west; or undertaken to 
buy any.’ 

Mr. Bonaparte sets fortn that sults 
against those holding the Oregon 
lands involved fn thé case have been 
instituted, a fact. that could have been 
ascertained by any one upon inquiry of 
his department any time within the past 
four months. Mr. Tillman . had intl- 
mated no steps had been taken, despite 
the resolution passed. 

The attorney general disputes the sen- 
ator’s statement, that the latter had in- 
formed him, In their conversation, that 
it was the’ sénator’s wish to acquire 
some of the lands. Mr. Bonaparte sets 
forth that he did not know Senator 
Tillman had any Parwons) interest. in the 
matter. 

What benawarts Says.

|WHAT HART AND HILL SAY 


City Attorney Hill Says Atlanta, Un- 
der Charter Provision, Has the 
Power to Regulate Her Elec- 
lions — Will New State 
Registration Law 
Interfere? 


Since the new state registration lew, 
enacted at the last gession of the gen- 
eral assembly, requires that the regis- 
tration books shall close six months 
prior to a regular election, it is ‘the opin- 
jon of Attorney General John C. Hart 
that all special elections which are held 
between now and July |, that is, before 
the lapse of six months, must be held: 
under the registration law in force last 
year, and also under the registration of 
that year. 

In a number of instances in which spe- 
clal elections are to be held in various 
localities, Attorney General Hart has 
given it as his opinion that the 1908 
registration should be used. 

The new law did not become effectivee 
until January |, 1909, and in order to 


comply with its provisions requiring the 
closing of the registration sIx months in 
advance of an election, it will first be 
necessary for eix months to have 
elapsed. 

Atianta’s Bond Election. 


Atlanta is, of course, intensely inter- 
ested in this new phase of the registra- 
tion situation, or rather newly discov- 
ered phase, because of the fact that an 
election is contemplated to be held early 
this year on the swbject of issuing 
$1,500,000 of bonds for city improv>- 
ments. 

When asked if a city bond election 
coming before July | would have to be 
held under the old Jaw and with the 
1908 registration, Attorney General Hart 
replied that he would not like to give a 
positive opinion on that Subject, but was 
inclined to think that such would be the 
case unless there is some specific’ provi- 
sion in the city’s charter which would 
make it unnecessary. 

It would be manifestly out of the 
question for Atlanta to hold her bond 
election undér the i908 registration when 
some 17,000 voters were registered in 
the city limits, because it would be im- 
possible to get out anything like an ade- 
quate vote, evém of those who might 
be favorably inclined toward the bonds, 
in view of the fact that the law requires 
that ‘bonds shajl be indorsed by a two- 
thirde: vote O£ thpse who are registered. 

This will at fast’ 'be a subject which 
the city/wilT haye to investigate legally. 
and if it finds that the 1908 registration 
must be used, it will, of course, necessi- 
tate'a postponement of the bond election. 


“ City Attorney Talks. 


City Attorney°-W. P. Hill: stated that 
he had. not carefully read the state law 
referred to by Attorney General Hart, 
and would not) like to say just now 
whether -or not the state election law, 
passed last year, could affect any of 
Atianta’s elections. 

‘We have a charter provision,” said 
Mr. Hill, “which gives Atlanta the 
power to regulate her elections; whether 
or not the new state law can operate 
against this charter I do not wish to 
say until I have had time to look more 
carefully into the whole question.’”’ 

The New Voter's Oath. 


Tax Collector A. P. Stewart has al- 
ready opened the registration books un- 
der the new law. but in many counties 
this has not been done. A few Fulton! 
county voters have registered, but these | 
will all have to register again under the 
new law. because of the requirement; 
that they must comply with the terms | 
of the new oath.

Havana, January 1!2.—As the first 
step toward the second establishment of 
Cuban independence, the new Cuban 
congress will convene tomorrow noon. 
The congfess was called by Governor 
Magoon, January 6, following the grant- 
ing of formal authority for its meet- 
ing by the war department at Wash- 
ington. 

Congress tomorrow will merely pass 
upon the credentiais of the senators 
and representatives, and little interest 
attaches to the session. Governor Ma- 
gcon is constantly busy with the de- 
tails of turning the government over 
to the Cubans January 26, and is pre- 
paring to sail January 29, to render 
an account of his stewardship to the 
Washington authorities. 

After tomorrow’s session the congress 
will adjourn until January 28, when it 
will meet to officially proclaim Jose 
Miguel Gomez president, the inaugura- 
tion occurring eight days later, with 
elaborate ceremonies.

likely it will do so for some months to come.

If the commission had possessed the authority to postpone operation of 
increased rates until it could pase upon their probable justification, or lack of 
it, and had exercised it in this case, there is little doubt that it would long 
ago have been finally settled one way or another. 

The railroads would be quick enough to expedite to its conclusion an 
investigation in the outcome of which they had a positive financial interest. 

_ * Such a power in the hands of the interstate commerce commission would 

in no way conflict with the ends of justice; it would constitute merely a 
preliminary hearing to determine probability. It would go even further than 
grand jufy action in that it would be in no sense ex parte. 

After hearing from both sides immediately, or as soon as possible after 
the announcement of a proposed increase, the commission could decide. at 
once whether the facts were such as to justify a postponement or the imme- 
Such decision could be reached without 
prejudice to the ultimate showing eitlter of the shippers or the railroads. 

The immediate enforcement of an increased rate would then depend upon 
the ability of the railroad to show an actual necessity for it. 

On the other hand, if such necessity did not exist, the injustice of taxing 
the shipper for months in advance of a final determination of the ultimate 
merits of the case, would be done away with. ‘

Memphis, Tenn., January 1!2.—Cari 
Ahrendt, a noted actor, and for severdl 
months a member of James K. Hackett’s 
company, died yesterday in Greenville, 
Miss., of pneumonia.

DREW BUNCH OF TROUBLE 
FROM REAL ESTATE DEAL 


The suit of John M. Baird against 
Thomas A. Clark, a negro, filed in 
the superior court yesterday is one of 


great complications, and a fine demon- 
stration of what trouble real estate 
may amount to if there is any flaw 
about the transactions. 

Baird says he bought a piece of prop- 
erty from Jacob McKinley, a negro, in 
1894, for $1,000, and gave $50 cash and 
notes of $100 due every six months. 
McKinley had these discounted with 
the Neal bank, but before all of them 
came duc he died. When Baird paid 
the last note, he went to the bank, 
where Baird left the deed, and found 
it was not there. He then placed his 
bond for title deed and the notes in 
the hands of W. J. Spears. The attor- 
ney died shortly aftcrwards, and Baird 
wat never able to recover the notes or 
bond for title. 

In scouring the country for heirs of 
the negro, he wag directed to Thomas 
A. Clark, a negro, who said he knew 
where the heirs, Mary Eliza and James 
McKinley, lived, and would procure for 
the plaintiff a quit claim deed. Instead 
Clark is said to have procured power 
of attorney for himself, and permission 
to bring suit for the land, He offered 
to give Baird a quit claim deed for 
$200. The petitioner asked for Clark 
to be enjoined, and an order temporarily 
restraining Clark from disposing of 
the property Was granted by Judge 
Ellis.

Mre. Dr. Rosa Freudenthal Monnish, 
brought into Atlanta's limelight by ob- 
Stacles she encountered when she began 
building a home and-offices combined 
On Peachtree street, at Forrest avenue, 
some - years ago, and more recently by 
Sensational charges she made in her 
petition for divorce from her husband, 
Dr. W. A. Monnish, was yesterday 
morning indicted by the United States 
grand jury for sending obscene letters 
through the mails, and within an hour 
after the true bill was returned was 
in the custody of the United States mar- 
ros, in hie offices in the federa] build- 

g. ‘ 

Immediately after reachin® the federal 
building, Deputy Marshal Reinard es- 
corted his charge into the presence of 
Clerk O. C. Fuller, who fixed her bond 
at $2,000. 

Her Bond Is Made. 


Mrs. Dr. Monnish affixed her signatuPe 
to the bond and was then conducted to 
the marshal’s office, where she remained 
until 5 o’clock awaiting another signa- 
ture to the bond, the law requiring that 
her own bond shoul4i be reinforced by 
another name. As soon as the bond was 
perfected Dr. Mrs, Monnish returned 
to her home on Peachtree, to await the 
call of her case before Judge Newman 
at the March term of the federal court. 

‘Some six weeks ago Postoffice Inspect- 
or Bannerman, of the Atlanta division, 
had placed in his hands some letters 
which had been sent to parties in Knox- 
ville and other cities. These letters all 
had to do with the character of Carrie 
Lou ‘Montgomery, whose name appears 
in Mrs. Monnish's petition for divorce 
from her husband as co-respondent, At 
the time the letters were written Carrie 
Lou Montgomery was the wife of William 
M. Preston, a conductor on the Ten- 
nessee Southern railway, running into 
Knoxville, and one of the letters to the 
conductor, it is said, was a most flagrant 
Violation of the postal lgws. Letters 
sent to other persons in Knoxville as 
well as to persons in other cities came 
inte the possession of Inspector Banner- 
man as he proceeded with the investiga- 
tion. One of the letters, signed by a 
man, apparently gave an excellent clue 
as to the writer of that letter, and act- 
ing upon that clue, the inspector finally 
secured enough evidence to warrant his 
belief that Mrs, Dr. Monnish had been 
the writer. - 

The punishment for offense of the 
character for which- Mrs. Dr. Monnish 
was indicted js punishable by imorison- 
ment for a term of five years or a fine 
of $5,000, either one or both. The light- 
est punishment upon conviction is a 
fine of $500, 


Two Women in the Case. 


Mrs. Dr. Monnish began her profes- 
sional career in Atlanta about i88i, with 
offices. in the Bell building, Marietta and 
Broad streets. She claimed to be a 
graduate of an eclectic college. She was 
the first female doctor in the city. Later 
she married W. A. Monnish, who had 
been a jeweler in Athens. Monnish 
graduated from one of the medical col- 
leges and began the practice of medicine 
with his wife. For a long time they had 
offices and home in the House Jack Built. 
Some years ago she bought a lot on 
Peachtree at Forrest avenue, from Peter 
Francisco Smith, but as she started to 
build, neighbors objected, and went to 
courts for an injunctgn. Mrs. Monnish 
finally won the suit, and home went 
up. A short time ago she came to the 
front again by suing her husband for 
divorce, naming Carrie Lou Montgomery 
as the cause of her trouble. 

Carrie Lou Montgomery. is a handsome, 
attractive woman with a wealth of au- 
burn hair. She is awlaughter of a Bap- 
tist minister, who was well known in the 
state. Some years ago she became the 
wife of Colonel Phil Byrd, of Rome, who 
was at one time adjutant general of the 
State of Georgia. She and Colonel Byrd 
couid not agree, and the divorce suit was 
sensational, attracting attention in every 
section of the south. Subsequently she 
became the wife of William M. Preston, 
of Knoxville, who is fully described here-

Railroads and Lumber Men 


Settle Rebate’ Case 


— 


GET .65 OF THEIR CLAIMS 


Settlement Takes Place in Office of 
Wimbish, Watkins & Ellis—Pay- 
ment Is Result of Failure of 
Roads to Maintain Lum- 
ber Rate Advance. 


The famous “Tift versus the Southern 
Railway’’ lumber case was settled at a 
conference between the counsel for the 
lumbermen and railroads, whereby those 
represented by the law firm of Wimbish, 
Watkins @ Elis, of Atlanta, are to re- 
ceive 65 per cent of their claims against 
the roads involved, and which will 
amount to over $60,000 to be paid back 
by the roads. 

The settlement took place yesterday 
afternoon in the law offices of Wimbish, 
Watkins & Ellis, representing about 125 
of the 400 complainants, and the gen- 
eral counsels for the roads involved. 
There were present, representing the 
roads, General Counsel A. S. Brandies, of 
the Louisville and Nashville road; W. E. 
Kay,-of the Atlantic Coast Line: J. J. 
Spalding, representing the Seaboard Air 
Line; Sidney F. Andrews, genera] coun- 
sel for all the railroads,.in commercia! 
matters, and M. P. Callaway, of the Ma- 
con Clearing House Assocation, through 
whom the claims for refunds have been 
checked, 


Largest Refund in History. 


This is the largest refund, it is stated, 
ever paid by the roads to shippers fo!- 
lowing an attempted adwance of rates. 
This isthe leading rate case in the re- 
ports of the supreme court of the United 
States. 

It is recalled that ‘on June 22, 1903, the 
roads in the south proposed to advance 
the rates on lumber to all points north 
2 cents a hundred. Attorney Wimbish 
secured an injunction before Judge Em- 
ory Speer to stay.this raise. It was 
dissolved in order that the matter might 
be referred to the interstate commerce 
commission. There the case was won by 
the lumbermen.: Suit was then insti- 
tuted in the United States court, where 
the lumbermen were again successful. 
It was appealed and the suit won again 
and still again in the United States su- 
preme court. The rate was withdrawn 
on July |, 1907, 

Suits were then instituted by 400 lum- 
bermen to secure the refund of the 2 
cents a hundred they were compelled to 
pay On lumber from the time the rate 
was put into effect; until July 4. 1907. 
Their claims totaled $4,000,000. ‘Up to 
date only 9 have. been reviewed the 
interstate commerce gommission and the 
others were all set for January 19.

“This is essentially a working body |

done through intelligent, conscientious, 
painstaking work. Neither do we pub- 
lish to the world all that we do, for 
we receive our chief reward through 
the consciousness that we are useful, 
and that omr work counts for much in 
the growth and development of the 
commercial and industrial life of At- 
lanta. 

“During the year we have filed, col- 
lected and assiste@d members in the ad- 
justment of overcharge, loss and -dam- 
age claims, amounting to $4.920.77. 

“We are cooperating hearttly with 
the Wholesale Grain Dealers and 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association in their 
endeavor to secure for Atlanta equal 
privileges to those enjoyed by Nash- 
ville in the matter of rebilling of grain 
and differentials in grain and grain 
products in car-load and less-than-car- 
load shipments. W. 8. Duncan & Co. 
and other dealers’ residing in Atlanta 
and in other Georgia cities, 
filed complaint with the interstate com. 
merce commission, praying ‘for relief. 
The evidence of this case was taken 
in Washington early tn December, and 
the Driefs of counsel have been filed, 
but decision may not be rendered until] 
in the spring or early summer. We 
are hoping for favorable results, * * * 


Improvement of Waterways. 


“Appreciating . the importance of the 
great national movement for improv- 
ing the waterways of the nation and 
developing water transportation, your 
directors appointed delegates to repre- 
sent the freight bureau at the national 
rivers and harbors congress, which as- 
sembied in the city of Washington on 
December 9 to Ii, 1908. This CONgress,¢@) 
as its motto proclaims, ‘advochtes a 
policy, not a project,’ and stands for 
a broad, liberal comprehensive policy of 
waterway development. “It represents 
no particular section or project, but is 
the direct representative of all sections 
that have a meritorious claim for’ the 
improvement of a river, a lake, a har- 
bor or a canal. 

“The development of water transport- 
ation would aid the shipper, the car- 
rier and the consumer; would be a 
check on excessive freight charges, and 
the era of moderate freig‘ht rates would 
be permanently established. . The great 
difference between the cost of water 
transportation with that of rail trans- 
portation is shown by the following 
comparisons: On the Sault Ste. Marie 
canal a dollar, paid out for freight, will 
carry a ton a thousand miles. On the 
present Erie canal it will bear it 526 
miles. On the new Erie canal it ia es- 
timated the dollar will take the ton 
1,900 miles, while the dollar, on the av- 
erage American railway, will take the 
ton only 133 miles. 


South Has Peculiar Interest. 


“The south has a peculiar interest in 

this great movement for internal im- 
provement. Our rail rates, under ex- 
isting conditions, are necessarily much 
higher than on the great trunk lines 
of the north and west. We cannot 
realize our manffest destiny without 
the cheap rates for transporting our 
products which improved waterways 
will bring. Our southern cotton, coal, 
iron, timber, lumber, building _ stone, 
phosphate rock and other raw materials 
will find a market quicker and at bet- 
ter profit to the producer when water 
—__ becomes an accomplished 
act. 

“In 1870, when the depth of water in 
the channel of New York harbor was 
23 feet, the ocean rate to Liverpool, 
England, on wheat was 386 cents per 
100 pounds, and On cotton 80 cents per 
100 ~=pounds. With the deepenin of 
the channel, which permitted vessels of 
greater sige to enter the harbor, the 
rate gradually declined until, in 1[905, 
with a channel 30 feet deep, the rate 
on grain fell to 8 cents per 100 pounds, 
and on cotton to !9 1t-4 cents per 100 
pounds. 
wheat on the farm is the price fixed 
in Liverpool, less the cost or trans- 
portation, the above figures reflect what 
tremendous gain the improvement of 
this single harbor has brought to the 
agricultural interests of the entire coun- 
try. 

‘We appreciate the cordial words of 
approval of the work of the freight 
bureau, embodied in the farewell mes- 
Sage to the general] council, by the re- 
tiring mayor, Mr. Joyner. The finan- 
clal help given us by the city govern- 
ment during his administration was 
both timely and acceptable. 

“I feel confident that the new admin- 
istration, called to conduct our mu- 
nicipal affairs, under such auspicious 
circumstances, will in like manner rec- 
ognize our organization as a strong, 
influential factor in promoting the 
growth and development of Greater 
Atianta’s commercial and industrial in- 
terests. 

“Our increasing membership is com- 
posed of the larger number of repre- 
sentative business houses of the city. 
It is this which gives us the strength 
and influence we possess."

Governor Smith Speaks. 


The first speaker was Governor Hoke 
Smith. “He said he wished to call at- 
tention again to the elementary princi- 
ple of transportation, and it was a prob- 
lem that would last as long as business 
was carried on. He spoke of the de- 
pendence of the farmer, tne n.anufac- 
turers and the merchant upon transpor- 
tation. 

“Transportation,” he said, 
an important problem to “asses of 
business. Waterways had been aban- 
doned and we now depended upon the 
railroads alone, and doing 
no competition. 
of the transportation companies unless 
there was some 
am simply 
tion of the power of 
to stand between the people and 
companies.’’ 

He said that transportation companies 
were like public highways. 
of how the nation and state were to 
handle the question without discrimina- 
tion. The best thought concedes that 
through commissions this duty was to 
be performed. It was not a question 
of what rate was wanted, but what rate 
was right. He said that it was a difficult 
question to fix rates that would be fair 
and equitable, and the commissions of 
the nation and state must settie them. 
The national commission should have 
the right to pass upon every rate be- 
fore it is fixed, and tts powers should 
be enlarged. A commission shou!d be 
better able to deal with the rate ques- 
tion than anv of the courts, and the 
law should be that the finding of a com- 
mission on a fact should be final.

He began by paving a _ tribute to 
Georgia and her products and after 
mentioning cotton, vegetables and fruit, 
he specially mentioned “Georgia 
‘poseum,'’ which he said was now na- 
tionally ‘honored. 

He then took up the line of argument 
showing that national legislation and 
administration must help the people in 
the question of transportation. He seid 
the nation now had enough railroad 
tracks to reach from the earth to the 
moon with several miles to spare. He 
epoke of the history and rapid growth 
of railroads in this country. 

“The question of rates,” he said, ‘has 
only of recent, years become one of 
paramount importance. The agitation 
came and now the necessity of regu- 
lating the rates has been recognized. 
The railroads tried to contend that the 
interstate commerce commission was too 
grasping. Then came the Hepburn 
act. Another demand will soon come, 
when the law will be stronger and more 
perfect. All the records of all the 
courts in the past will show that no 
man ever collected a dollar because of 
over-charges in freight rates. It used 
to be, every fellow for himeelf and the 
devil take the hindmost. The railroads 
held that it was to the interests of the 
carriers to protect the patrons because 
it wouldn't do for them to kill the goose 
that laid the golden eggs. If such a 
doctrine were true there would be no 
need for the courts at all. There has 
been a rapid progress towards the cen- 
tralization of the railroads.”

New York, January !2.—After making 
new high records at the opening on all

| points. Sales were estimated at 275,000 
bales. 

The market opened steady, at an ad- 
vance of 4@7 points, in response to 
higher cables, favorable advices .from 
Manchester and New England trade cir- 
cles, talk of steadineag in the southern 
markets, covering and a renewal of spot 
house bull support. The advance car- 
ried March and May contracts up to 
0.25, and July to 9.17, the highest prices 
reached so far this season for these po- 
Sitions, but, at this level, there was 
heavy realizing, and.- while offerings 
were well absorbed by covering and a 
broadening demand from commission 
houSe sources, there was a gradual de- 
cline. Reports of higher southern mar- 


kets checked the downward tendency 
Shortly after midday, but the market 
weakened again under increased realiz- 
ing,- closing at practically the lowest. 
Southern spot markets officially report- 
ed early were generally !-16 to !-8c high- 
er. There are rumors of sales out of 
the local stock, and notwithstanding to- 
day's reaction, the gossip in local cir- 
cles is that leading spot interests are in 
control, and intend to demand deliveries 
on March and May contracts, as well as 
upon January.

The bul] leaders who 
have formerly given the market good 
support on any material decline in prices 
held aloof today, leaving the bears in 
full control. .Seliing late in the day was 
quite general, but individual transac- 
tions were not of great magnitude. 
some excuse for selling was found in an 
official report, which showed that the 
exports of wheat and flour from tne

ing time a year ago. Lower cables and 
a heavy fall of snow over a large sec- 
tion of the winter wheat be}t were fac- 
tcrs that inspined selling earlier fn the 
day.

threw his manuscript down on his desk 


and looked over the senate chamber, , 


“when men will not lightly deal with 
such charges and insinuations. There 
will be a time when they will be where 
they can be called to account as other 
men can be called to account.” 


Clay Vouches for Arnold. 


Reading an affidavit of G. O. Arnold, 
the sheriff, who denied the statements 
of the detectives in relation to alleged 
“eonfessions”’ seeured from Boyd Con- 
yers, Mr. Foraker asked Senator Clay, 
of Georgia, what kind of a man Arnold 
was. 

Senator Clay said he had known Ar- 
nold fifteen or twenty years, and that 
he was a “most excellent man in every 
respect.’ 

“I do not think that 4rnold needed 
a certificate of character,” declared 
Mr. Foraker, “except only to those who 
believe ill of all those who do not agree 
with them.” ‘ 

. Mlegal Diversion of Fands. 

Illegal diversion of public funds by 
the president and William H. Taft, 
while secretary of war, to pay for the 
investigation by private detectives into 
the Brownsville affair was charged by 
Senator Foraker, of Ohio, in replying 
to statements of Herbert J. Browne, of 
this city, and William G. Baldwin, of 
Roanoke, Va., who were employed by 
the secretary of war to secure evi- 
dence of the gufit of negro soldiers of 
the Twenty-fifth infantry, United States 
army, in shooting up Brownsville on 
the night of August 13-14, 1906. The 
government use of the private detec- 
tives was characterized by Mr. Foraker 
as “atrocious, shocking and revolting.” 

This charge of illegally diverting 
$15,000 from the war fund of $3,000,000 
appropriated by the deficiency act of 
March 3, !899, was made by Mr. 
Foraker in. concluding his remarks, 
which consisted of a very careful con- 
sideration of certain legal phases of 
the Brownsville affair and the reading 
of a number of affidavits by soldiers 
whose testimony and “confessions” Mr. 
-Browne alleged he had secured to un- 
ravel the mystery of the identity of 
the men who did the shooting, and 
these affidavits denied with great par- 
ticularity nearly every statement of 
importance by the detectives. 

Speaking of the $3,000,000 war funi 
of 1899 appropriated as an emergency 
fund to meet unforeseen contingencies 
constantly arising, to be expended at 
the discretion of the president, Mr. 
Yoraker said: - 

“It will probably be surprising in- 
formation to the appropriations com- 
mittee, as it will be to most senators, 
that this appropriation, made ten 
~ears ago at the close of the Spanish- 


American war, to enable the president |

tion with our military 
should have been construed to be a 
permanent appropriation, and that 
there is still a large unexpended bal- 
ance out of which’ payments of the 
character now under consideration are 
being made.” S 
Law Plainly Violated. 

“But, waiving all technical or doubt- 
ful objections and~assuming for the 
sake of argument that the constitu- 
tional provision quoted does not appiy, 
and that the ruling of the treasury 
department, that the appropriation Is 
permanent, is cgrrect, and that it con- 
tinues to stand, and will stand, as an 
available appropriation for such pur- 
poses as those for which it was in- 
tended, uhtil entirely exhausted, the 
question remains whether such pay- 
ments as are now under consideration 
are legitimate and proper to be made 
from it. It would seem that, granting 
all I have indicated, they are. yet, 
nevertheless, clearly illegal and in flat 
violation of the following statutory 
provision: 

“"That no employes of the Pinkerton 
detective agency or similar agency 
shall be employed in any government 
service or by any officer of the District 
of Colunmbia.’ 

“This provision was enacted in 1892, 
and has been in force and effect ever 
since. But inasmuch as it was found 
in an appropriation bill, it was thought 
proper in 1893 to reenact it. amended so 
az to employ the word ‘hereafter,’ to the 
end that there might be no question 
whatever about its being the continuing 
law of the land until repealed. 

“This reenactment was in 1893, reads 
as follows: - 

““*That hereafter no employee of thé 
Pinkerton detective agency, or similar 
agency, shall be employed In any gov- 
ernment service or by any officer of fhe 
District of Columbia.’ ; 

‘*This statute is still in force and ef- 
fect, unrepealed and unqualified. It was 
in full force and effect at the time 
when these contracts with Browne and 
Baldwin were made ‘by the secretary of 
war. 

‘In view of these statutes, all these 
payments are: clearly illegal, not only 
without warrant dr authority of law, but 
in plain violation thereof. 

Revolting to Common Decency. 

Speaking of the use of private detec- 
tlevs in investigating the Brownsville 
affair, Mr. Foraker declared that “‘it is

“It will be noted,” he said, ‘‘that the 
guilt of these soliiers: as charged by 
the president, was, according to the pres- 
ident, ‘conclusively’ established by the 
testimony first submitted. He took oc- 
casion to repeat thts in his first mes- 
sage over and over again. Why he 
should. so ofter repeat it is inexplicable 
except upon the theory that he Is, after 
all, like all other men, and that, not- 
withstanding all he had said, he had 
some dowbt about the sufficiency of the 
testimony upon which he had acted, for, 
if he had no doubt, there could have 
been no necessity for such unusual! repe- 
tition of the statement of that fact. It 
would at least appear to the ordinary 
mind that after the weakness and im 
sufficiensy of this testimony was pointed 
out, he recognized the necessity for 
Strengthening his case, and thereupon 
dispatched: Mr. Burdy and Major Block- 
som to Brownsville to secure the evi- 
dence reported by them. | 

Roosevelt’s Inconsistency. 


“When he submitted these affidavits to 
the senate, he again, as in his former 
message, affirmed that it ‘conclusively 
and overwhelmingiv’ established the

As though conscious that, 
nothwithstanding all his assertions and 
declarations as to the sufficiency of the 
teXtimony, it was,.in fact, unreliable and 
unsufficient to justify his order of ais- 
charge, we were favored with the fur- 
ther message, of December 14, 1906, in 
which we were informed that detectives 
had been employed by the war depart- 
ment and that they have been at work 
for months—ever. since April 1i6, !906—~ 
traveling about over the country, visit- 
ing these discharged soldiers, trying t¢ 
secure from them incriminating state- 
ments and confessions of guilt, and that, 
as a result, we now have another batch 
of ‘conclusive’ testimony.” 

Foraker on Roosevelt’s Reply. 


Speaking of the reply of the president 
and of the secretary of war to a senate 
resolution calling for information on the 
detectives’ investigation into the Browns- 
ville affair, Mr. Foraker safd: 

“This message of the president, with 
its exhibits, and this report of the secre- 
tary of war, presents a new and most 
serious feature of this unhappy Dusiness. 
They not only disclosed determined ef- 
fort on the part of the president to again 
bolster up the case against these men 
which he has herexrofore, on numerous 
occasions, both officially and unoffictal- 
ly, characterized as ‘conclusive’ and 
‘overwhelming, Dut that he has resorted 
to a method in his effort to secure such 
testimony that cannot be fittingly char- 
acterized without the use of language, 
which, if employed, might appear to be 
disrespectful to the chief executive. And 
worst of all, in this’“endeavor to secure 
such testimony the president has him- 
self committed the serious offense—con- 
demned™by every court that administers 
the common law, that has ever had occta- 
gion to speax on the subject—of holding 
out to these men an inducement, or a 
reward, for giving such testimony, in 
the form of reenlistment, with full pay, 
and reinstatement to.all their rights as 
soldiers. 

“It does not lessen the gravity of his 
offense that it appears to be impercepti- 
ble to him, or, if not so, that he has be- 
come utterly oblivious to all the re- 
straints of law, decency and propriety 
in his mad pursuit of these helpless 
victims of his §i-considered action. More- 
over, I shall be able to show, I think, 
that all this has been done without au- 
thority of law and with public money 
that has been filched from the public 
treasury in flat defiance of the consti- 
tution and a statute in full force and 
effect. 

No Precedent’ for Anything So 
Shocking. 


“T do not hesitate to say that in my 
opinion, aside from the question whether 
there has been a misappropriation of 
public funds, no precedent for anything 
so shocking can be found in all the 
history of. American’ criminal jurispru- 
dence. 

“It will ‘appear ‘from the president's 
message and the exhibits thereto at 
tached showing the mode in which the 
detectives are operating, and the testi- 
mony in answer thereto, that fraudulent 
impersonation, misrepresentation, lying, 
deceit, treachery, liquor and intoxica- 
tion, coupled with promises of immunity 
and the excitement of hope and fear and 
the offer of employment and remunera~ 
tive wages, have been. resorted to 40 
secure the testimony sought for, and 
that the so-called ‘eonfessions’ are not 
confined to such as affect. the parties 
marking them or to those affected by 
them who may be presems when such 
confedsions are made, but extend also 
to those ‘not present when they are made, 
but who are absent apd without knowl- 
edge of what-is transpiring, and withcut 
any opportunity whatever.to be heard 
in their own defense—even to make an 
objection that such statements and such 
confessions are untruthful. 

“These facts make all such testimony 
utterly incompetent and worthless.’

The historical sketch began with 
the jury system. as it existed in Eng- 
land when Georgia was founded by 
Oglethorpe. He traced the development 
of the jury system through English 
courts, its subsequent enlargement by 
the American colonies, referring to vart- 


{ous authorities, and occasionally citing 
| decisions as handed down 


by higher 
courts on cases appealed. The sketch 
was concise, remarkably accurate, and 
altogether interesting, but the most no- 
table feature of Judge Cobb’s address 
were his “Refiectiong on the Jury Sys- 
tem,”’ and subsequent keen criticism of 
many phases of the system as now in 
vogue.
